Dix o n wo uld 
ha v e to a gree to end his ca m­ 
pa ign fo r the pa rty no mina tio n . 
“ Yo u must understa nd tha t I 
wo uld nev er run a ga inst my o ld 
friend Ala n Dix o n in a prima ry 
electio n,” he sa id. 
But if the two co nditio ns a re 
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met, Ho wlett sa id, 
co nsider running.” 
Ho wlett sa id tha t ev en under 
tho se circumsta nces he wo uld 
no t co mmit himself to run with­ 
o ut first discussing the request 
with his fa mily , which he sa id 
preferred him to rema in in his 
current o ffice. 
Dix o n, rea ched in Wa ukega n 
where he wa s ca mpa igning, re­ 
fused to sa y wha t he wo uld do 
if a sked to step o ut o f the ra ce 
so tha t Ho wlett co uld run. 
“ I wo uldn’t wa nt to specula te 
o n tha t no w. I do n’t wa nt to 
ta lk a bo ut a ny thing like tha t 
until I’v e v isited with Mike 
Ho wlett,” Dix o n sa id. 
The Demo cra tic Sta te Centra l 
Co mmittee ha s scheduled meet­ 
ings No v . 2 5 in Springfield a nd 


No v . 2 8 -2 9 in Chica go to co nsid­ 
er its endo rsements fo r the pri­ 
ma ry electio n Ma rch 16. Dec. 
10 is the la st da y fo r filing 
no mina ting petitio ns fo r tha t 
electio n. 
As usua l, Chica go Ma y o r 
Richa rd J . Da ley , hea d o f the 
Demo cra tic 
pa rty 
in

Co unty , is ex pected to ha v e a 
ma jo r v o ice in the centra l co m­ 
mittee’s decisio ns. Da ley ha s 
sa id o n sev era l o cca sio ns tha t 
he ho pes Ho wlett will be a ca n­ 
dida te fo r go v erno r. 
Dix o n, 4 8 , a lo ngtime sta te 
legisla to r a nd trea surer fo r the 
pa st fiv e y ea rs, entered the 
ra ce fo r the guberna to ria l no m­ 
ina tio n Oct. 6. 
Ho wev er, 
his 
ca mpa ign 
a ga inst incumbent Go v . Da niel 


Wa lker—a ma v erick po liticia n 
o ften a t o dds with the regula r 
pa rty o rga niza tio n—ha s been 
clo uded by uncerta inty a bo ut 
Ho wlett’s intentio ns. 
Ho wlett sa id he ha d tried to 
remo v e this uncerta inty by de­ 
cla ring repea tedly tha t he did 
no t wa nt to run fo r go v erno r. 
But despite this, he sa id, pa r­ 
ty lea ders a nd o fficia ls fro m 
thro ugho ut the sta te were in­ 
crea sing their pressure o n him 
to run. 
“ They a re telling me tha t 
they wo uld ra ther ha v e me run 
tha n a ny o ne else,” 
Ho wlett 
sa id. “ I didn’t figure o n this 
do wnsta te suppo rt. I do n’t kno w 
wha t it mea ns. Tha t’s why I’m 
rea ppra ising my po sitio n a nd 
giv ing it so me thro ught.”

Ho wlett, 6 1, was elected state 
au dito r o f p u blic acco u n ts (n o w 
called co mp tro ller) in 1960 an d 
serv ed three fo u r-y ear terms. 
In 19 72, Ho wlett said, he 
wan ted to ru n fo r go v ern o r an d 
had an n o u n ced his can didacy 
fo r the Demo cratic n o min atio n . 
Ho wev er, the p arty cen tral 
co mmittee en do rsed then Lt. 
Go v . Pau l Simo n in stead, an d 
Ho wlett agreed to ru n fo r sec­ 
retary o f state. 
Ho wlett was su ccessfu l, bu t 
Simo n was n o t, lo sin g to Walk ­ 
er in a bitter co n test. 
Dix o n said he delay ed an ­ 
n o u n cin g his can didacy fo r go v ­ 
ern o r fo r a mo n th “to ex amin e 
in the mo st min u te detail 
whether Mik e wo u ld co n sider 
en terin g the race. At that time

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n e was n o t in terested.” 
He said that he wo u ld n o t

Altho ugh ma ny mo nths ha v e pa ssed since 
a destructiv e sto rm ra ked Dix o n o n J un 2 0, 
19 74, the Dix o n Pa rk Bo a rd is still po ndering a 
decisio n o v er who will pa y fo r repa iring 
sto rm da ma ge to Rey no lds Field lights. 
At the time o f the sto rm a pro ject wa s un­ 
der wa y a t Rey no lds Field to impro v e the ba ll 
dia mo nds, including the a dditio n o f a new 
lighting sy stem. Two light po les were 
sna pped a nd ma ny o f the lights were blo wn 
o ut o f a lignment by high winds. B&F Hi-line, 
the co nstructio n firm hired to ma ke impro v e­ 
ments, a lso ha ndled the repa irs a nd submit­ 
ted a bill to the Pa rk Bo a rd fo r $11,19 9 . 
Pa rk Bo a rd Atty . To ma s Ma gdich co un­ 
seled the bo a rd tha t it wa s “ no t lia ble fo r the 
sto rm-da ma ge repa irs beca use the bo a rd ha d 
no t a ccepted o r fina lly a ppro v ed the pro ject 
when the sto rm struck.” 
The Pa rk Bo a rd, fo llo wing Ma gdich’s a d­ 
v ice, a greed tha t it wo uld no t pa y fo r da ma ge 
it wa s no t lia ble fo r. In respo nse, Lo o s Insur­ 
a nce Co mpa ny , B&F Hi-line’s a gent, ha s 
threa tened a la wsuit a ga inst the bo a rd fo r 
pa y ment o f the cla im. 
The insura nce co mpa ny ’s po sitio n is tha t 
the jo b wa s ba sica lly do ne when the destruc­ 
tio n o ccurred. Tbey a rgue tha t the bo a rd ha d 
pa id 9 4 per cent o f the co nstructio n bill befo re 


the damage. 
The Park Bo ard had n o t p aid the to tal co n ­ 
stru ctio n bill becau se so me o f the wo rk was 
n o t fu lly fin ished. Sin ce the sto rm, mo difica­ 
tio n s hav e been made to the o rigin al wo rk an d 
the remain in g six p er cen t o f the o rigin al 
agreemen t has been p aid. 
In the mean time, an ap p licatio n has been 
sen t by the Park Bo ard to receiv e federal dis­ 
aster aid fo r the Ju n e 20 damage. If ap p ro v ed, 
$10,000 o f federal mo n ey might be gran ted to 
co v er mo st o f the rep air co sts. 
In o rder to reso lv e the issu e, Magdich ad­ 
v ised the bo ard to file fo r a “declarato ry 
ju dgmen t,” with the co u rts which wo u ld de­ 
termin e “who o wes what.” 
If the co u rt ru les B&F Hi-lin e had n o liabil­ 
ity fo r the sto rm damage, the Park Bo ard 
wo u ld hav e to rely u p o n federal aid o r p ay fo r 
the rep air co st fro m its o wn fu n ds. 
The bo ard receiv ed a rep o rt fro m Haro ld 
Mo o re o f the Petu n ia Festiv al Bo ard co n cern ­ 
in g p ro gress his gro u p has made o n imp ro v e­ 
men ts at Page Park . “We hav e bu ried wire 
an d filled in dirt where the Beer Garden is to 
be,” Mo o re said. He ask ed the bo ard if they 
wo u ld su p p ly grass seed fo r the area, an d re­ 
ceiv ed ten tativ e ap p ro v al. 
Mo o re also ask ed the bo ard to co n sider al­ 
lo win g the Petu n ia gro u p to erect a sign n ear 


Bo rden Field en tran ce to Page Park , p u bli­ 
cizin g the festiv al. 
The Park Bo ard discu ssed a lease agree­ 
men t they wo u ld hav e to ap p ro v e to allo w a 
beer garden o n p ark p ro p erty fo r n ex t y ear’s 
Petu n ia Festiv al. Member Geo rge Weigle ex ­ 
p ressed a co n cern that n o fo o d sale be allo wed 
in the ten t. The bo ard decided to p o stp o n e a fi­ 
n al ap p ro v al o f the ex act sp ecificatio n s o f the 
lease u n til its n ex t meetin g. 
Magdich issu ed his legal o p in io n co n cern ­ 
in g the Ru ral Fire Bo ard’s u n o fficial p ro p o sal 
to be giv en Park Bo ard p ro p erty as a site fo r a 
n ew fire statio n . “We are legally u n able to 
tran sfer lan d to the Ru ral Fire District u n less 
giv en su itable rep lacemen t lan d an d u n less 
the tran sfer wo u ld meet the ap p ro v al o f the 
Bu reau o f Ou tdo o r Recreatio n (In terio r De­ 
p artm en t),” Magdich said. 
The p iece o f lan d in q u estio n was p u r­ 
chased by the Park Bo ard with a matchin g 
federal gran t u n der the Op en Lan ds Act. The 
p u rp o se o f the gran t was to in su re o p en lan ds 
wo u ld remain o p en , an d stip u lated that n o 
co n fin ed stru ctu res, su ch as a fire statio n , 
co u ld be bu ilt o n it. Magdich added that 
“Tbere is n o n eed fo r u s to discu ss it, the bu r­ 
den is o n the Fire Bo ard to act.”

CARLIN, Nev. (AP) — While 
most U.S. businesses groan 
about the economy, Newmont 
Mining isn’t saying a word be­ 
cause the combination of reces­ 
sion and inflation has given the 
company’s Carlin Gold mine a 
new lease on life. 
“We poured our first bullion 
in April of 1965,” said J.D. 
McBeth, superintendent of this 
sprawling open pit mine. “At 
that time, the life expectancy 
of the mine was 10 to 12 years, 
but now that life has been ex­ 
tended another six to seven 
years.” 
It doesn’t take a great busi­ 
ness mind to see why. 
The bullion poured in 1965 
sold to the U.S. government for 
$35 an ounce. Today, the price 


of gold is fluctuating between 
$140 and $160 an ounce. 
“It’s 
strictly 
economics,” 
said McBeth. “Now if the price 
of gold fell to the $35 level to­ 
morrow and stayed there, you 
know the mine would be closed 
down really soon.” 
He says that this possibility 
is not likely. The reason: more 
and more people are demand­ 
ing more and more gold. TTiey 
want to fill their teeth with it. 
They want to wear it around 
their necks and on their fin­ 
gers. They want to use it in in­ 
dustry. 
McBeth 
says 
the 
United 
States uses an estimated 6 mil­ 
lion ounces of the metal every 
year. About 25 per cent of that 
need is filled from U.S. mines 
such as this one. 
Before the year is out, the 


Carlin mine should produce in 
excess of 200,000 troy ounces of 
gold, almost double what it pro­ 
duced in its first year of oper­ 
ation. 


The output of this mine, one 
of the largest open pit gold 
mines in the U nit^ States, has 
varied over the years. 
There are two basic reasems 
for this, said McBeth. 


First, the mining area here 
covers 1,150 acres in the main 
open pit with two satellite pits 
of 1,000 acres each. In digging 
for the gold ore, the company 
hits “g o ^ areas” and “not so 
good” areas.” 
The second reason is the 
economy. If the price is up, 
company officials send down 
the word to step up production.

TV schedule shakeup

NEW YORK (AP) — Day­ 
time television’s ratings race 
should get quite lively Dec. 1, 
when CBS pits daily reruns of 
its hit “All in the Family” 
nighttime series against NBC’s 
high-rated 
“Another World” 
soap opera. 
The half-hour 
“ F am ily” 
series, the nation’s top-rated 
show for six out of eight weeks 
this season, will start its re­ 
peats at 3 p.m. EST each day, 
when NBC’s hour-long “Anoth­ 
er World” begins. 
While it’s not the first time a 
network has put repeats of a 
nighttime situation comedy in 
its daytime lineup, it is the first 
time a series from producer 
Norman L ear’s successful 
nighttime series emporium has 
been scheduled for daytime 
television. 
It’s a bit ironic, since CBS — 
as well as NBC and ABC — re­ 
jected Lear’s new “Mary Hart­ 
man, Mary Hartman” comedy- 
cum-soap opera series as a 
Monday-through-Friday 
show 
for daytime viewers. 
Lear, who is proceeding with 
the series anyway and syndi­ 
cating it to stations, said in an 
interview last September that 
CBS turned it down after he 


balked at basic changes he said 
CBS wanted made. 
He said 
Fred 
Silverman, 
CBS’ program chief when he 
proposed the series, wanted 
“Hartman” as a once-a-week 
nighttime show that ran an 
hour and was taped before a 
studio audience. 
But Donald “Bud” Grant, 
CBS’ daytime programming 
chief and the man responsible 
for scheduling “All in the Fam ­ 
ily” repeats for daytime TV, 
said rejection of “Hartman” as 
a daytime series was his idea, 
not Silverman’s. 
It was a matter of “pure pro­ 
gram 
judgment,” 
he 
said. 
“There was a practical and 
production problem associated 
with ‘Mary Hartman,’ which I 
think was an overriding and 
impossible problem to lick. 
“And that is writing 260 com­ 
edy scripts a year.” 
By this he meant that a daily 
“Hartman” show would require 
five new half-hour scripts a 
week, 52 weeks a year. 
“It’s tough to write comedy,” 
Grant said. “It’s hard enough 
coming up with 24 ‘All in the 
Family’ scripts each season 
when you’re dealing with char­ 
acters as w'ell-defined as Archie 
and Edith Bunker and the Sally 
Struthers and Rob Reiner.”

Instant lottery a great success, but. . . 
Can slot machines be far behind?

In stan t Lottery tickets wen t 
on sale Oct. 21, the latest v ari­ 
ation in a series of lottery 
g ames to be offered sin ce the 
state wen t in to bu sin ess in Au ­ 
g u st of 1974. 
The 
$1 
tickets 
can 
be 
scratched to rev eal win n in g 
n u mbers an d letters worth an 
immediate pay off of from $5 to 
$10,000. By con trast, those who 
pu rchase the 50 cen t tickets for 
the state’s stan dard lottery 
mu st wait for a weekly drawin g 
to fin d ou t if they ’v e won an y ­ 
thin g . 
John Napoli, professor of psy ­ 
cholog y at St. Lou is Un iv ersity , 
say s there is a direct relation ­ 
ship between the n ew lottery 
g ame an d slot machin es, which 
are illeg al in Illin ois. 
“As lon g as y ou hav e mon ey 
in y ou r pocket, y ou can ’t walk 
away from it. You kn ow it is 


prog rammed to pay off a cer­ 
tain amou n t. If y ou leav e, y ou 
fear the n ex t g u y will walk u p 
an d hit the jackpot,” Napoli 
said. 
Some hav e su g g ested that the 
n ex t step for the state cou ld 
easily be coin -operated machin ­ 
es dispen sin g in stan t lottery 
tickets. 
If su ch machin es were oper­ 
ated with lon g han dles an d the 
win n in g tickets were those u pon 
which three lemon s were dis­ 
play ed, wou ld Illin ois be in the 
slot machin es bu sin ess after 
all? 
State Lottery Su pt. Ralph 
Batch say s n o. 
“I see n o resemblan ce at all 
between a slot machin e an d a 
v en din g machin e for lottery 
tickets,” he said. “You don ’t 
con sider a cig arette machin e a 
slot machin e.” 
Batch said he an d other lot­ 
tery officials hav e con sidered 
coin -operated ticket machin es, 
bu t don ’t feel at this poin t that 
they wou ld make en ou g h addi­ 
tion al mon ey to be worth the 
in v estmen t. 


He said su ch machin es wou ld 
u n dou btedly be leg al u n der the 
law creatin g the lottery . 


“What 
differen ce does 
it 
make whether y ou pu rchase 
y ou r ticket from a man or a 
machin e?” he asked. “A slot 
machin e is differen t. It has m a­ 
chin ery in side itself that can be 
to determin e whether y ou 
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win or lose.” 


The commen ts of some In ­ 
stan t Lottery play ers, howev er, 
seem to su g g est that the g ame 
holds mu ch of the attraction 
popu larly attached to slot m a­ 
chin es. 


“My hu sban d an d I hav e lot­ 
tery fev er,” said Rhon da Nich- 


olson of Cahokia, a 25-y ear-old 
mother of two.

In stan t Lottery tickets are 
sellin g so fast that officials ex ­ 
pect to ru n ou t of the 8 0 million 
they prin ted in three mon ths in ­ 
stead of the fou r orig in ally 
projected. 
In deed, lottery officials boast­ 
ed in a n ews release last week 
that “In stan t Lottery man ia” 
was sweepin g the state, an d 
that sales were particu larly 
stron g in bars an d tav ern s. 
Batch said he had n ot been 
aware of an y criticism of the 
n ew g ame. 
“I don ’t bu y the arg u men t 
that someon e’s hooked on g am­ 
blin g becau se they g o in to a 
bar on e day an d bu y a lot of 


lottery tickets. It’s the same 
thin g if someon e g oes ou t to the 
race track occasion ally an d 
bets on ev ery race on the 
card,” he said. 
The lottery su perin ten den t 
said he plan n ed a stu dy in the 
n ex t few mon ths to determin e 
the social an d econ omic char­ 
acteristics of In stan t Lottery 
play ers. 
Bu t he said he did n ot ex pect 
the reu lts to differ mu ch from 
the fin din g s of an earlier su r­ 
v ey of those participatin g in the 
stan dard 50 cen t lottery g ame. 
He said that stu dy fou n d the 
av erag e play er to be a 44-y ear- 
old white male with a family 
in come of $12,200 a y ear who 
bou g ht 2.3 tickets a week. 
The lottery produ ced $55 mil­ 
lion in rev en u e for the state in 
fiscal 1975, an d Batch said tick­ 
et sales were u p 25 per cen t 
this y ear n ot cou n tin g the In ­ 
stan t Lottery g ame.

He said he refu sed to keep

DEAR DR. LAMB- I have a 
five-hour sugar tolerance test 
and was told I am a mild diabe­ 
tic. I’m 58 and 5 feet 2. I’ve lost 
14 pounds and have been able to 
maintain a weight of 120 for five 
months without a rigid diet. 
I don’t take insulin or pills 
and was told I need not return 
to the doctor unless I got into 
trouble. I’m mainly interested 
in how eyes are affected by dia­ 
betes and why. 
When I go out to eat or travel, 
it’s hard to stay on a sugar-free 
diet. If I have any reaction it is 
blurring and change in my vi- 


sion, also occasional severe 
headaches about 5 a.m. and 
restless itching all over. 
What specific symptoms 
mean trouble that indicates 
more tests, and how severe 
does diabetes have to be to 
cause blindness? I know of two 
cases of very sudden blindness 
where diabetes was the cause. 
Can mild adult diabetes cause 
this? Would one teaspoon of 
sugar on cereal in the morning 
be harmful? The substitutes 
leave a terrible taste, and I 
need the cereal for regularity I 
have found.

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All he wanted was power 
McLain is still a kid

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
E arly in Denny M cLain’s 
recently 
pu blished 
au to­ 
biography , “Nobody ’s Perfect” 
(Dial Press, written with Dav e 
Diles), the former star pitcher 
tells how he admired Arnold 
Palmer, which led to his money 
problems which apparently led 
to his pitching problems. 
Writes McLain, “Arnie was 
the worst thing that ev er 
happened to me. He was a great 
athlete, adored by millions, and 
cou nted his money lik e he 
cou nted his friends — in the 
millions. He flew his own jet 
plane arou nd the cou ntry . He 
had bu siness deals that made 
him ev en more money than his 
golf swing. Why wou ldn’t any 
k id want to be ju st lik e Arnie?” 
It wasn’t Arnold Palmer, 
thou gh, who Denny McLain 
once told me he wanted to be 
lik e. We were sitting one late 
night in the den of his home in 
Lak eland, Fla., in mid-Ju ne of 
197 0. He had already been 
su spended for six months from 
baseball for gambling activ ­ 
ities. Specifically , he had ac­ 
tu ally been a book mak er, and 
made betting phone calls from 
the Detroit Tiger clu bhou se. He 
was du e now to pitch again in 
Tiger Stadiu m on Ju ly 1. 
McLain told me then that the 
man he most wished to be lik e 
was Frank Sinatra. “Not only is 
he a great entertainer,” said 
McLain, ‘“and has fans and 
friends and money by the 
millions, bu t he also has power. 
That's what I want.” 
Sinatra 
has 
often 
been 
alleged to hav e u nderworld 
associates. 
McLain’s brief entanglement 
with sewer society ended in 
chaos and abject embarrass­ 
ment for him. It rendered him 
not only a lau ghing stock , bu t 
an impov erished one. 
“I was not q u ite 26 y ears old 
(in 19 7 0),” writes McLain. “I 
had a beau tifu l wife and three 
lov ely children. I was mak ing 
at least $150,08 0a y ear and 
may be a lot more becau se I ju st 
cou ldn’t k eep track of things. I 
was the finest pitcher inbase­ 
ball (winner of 31 games in 1968 
and 24 in 1969 and Cv You ng 
Award 
winner both those 
y ears). 
“I had a su ccessfu l night clu b 
act (he play ed the organ), a 
paint company , a fly ing ser­ 
v ice, I was getting into the 
organ bu siness, land deals, 
sporting goods, and a game 
company . 
“I had a lot morit, too . . . My •

wife, the FBI, the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice, 
the 
com­ 
m issioner of baseball, 
86 
creditors, and a few other 
v u ltu res were on my back — all 
at the same time. On the ou t­ 
side, I was happy . Inside I was 
dy ing. I owed m ore than 
$446,000!” 
He declared bank ru ptcy . He 
nev er again attained mu ch 
su ccess in baseball. He bou nced 
to a few more major leagu e 
teams, then dropped to the 
minors. He was consistently be­ 
ing hit hard. His arm, often 
sore, had lost zip that had once 
powered his fine fast ball, 
perhaps tending too mu ch to 
bu siness and not enou gh to his 
arm. 
In the su m m er of 197 3, 
McLain was pitching for a 
semi-pro team in London, On­ 
tario — the last time he pitched 
any w here — and was pho­ 
tographed wearing a belly 
that blu bbered well ov er his 
belt. 


There are few insights or 
answers in 
McLain’s 
book . 
That is, insights and an­ 
swers that we don’t already 
k now. 
We 
k now 
he 
was 
irresponsible, 
cock y , 
in­ 
sensitiv e often, a less than 
hu morou s 
prank ster, 
a 
stereoty pically sad case of the 
star athlete who came from 
nowhere, cau sed a great bu t 
momentary bu rst in the firm a­ 
ment, and then receded into 
obliv ion. 
It was alway s hard to tak e 


McLain, one, seriou sly , and, 
two, tru thfu lly . His v iews of the 
life arou nd him are not v ery in­ 
teresting reading becau se they 
seem so shallow; he carries 
gru dges lik e a child seek ing 
rev enge on the chair he bu mped 
into. 
And if McLain is hu nting the 
tru th, then he gets his facts con­ 
fu sed. For ex ample, in one 
place we read that he and his 
wife are legally separated. 
Another time, they are recon­ 
ciled. One time he say s his 
father died when he was 13, 
another time he was 15. By the 
way , 
the discu ssion of his 
father’s death — and the u n­ 
forgettable trau m a of his 
mother’s remarriage soon after 
— is one of the few mov ing and 
thou ghtfu l 
passages 
in 
McLain’s book . 
“I felt betray ed, and I felt my 
father had been betray ed,” said 
McLain. 
He 
believ es 
the 
childhood resentment had an 
endu ring effect on him. How, 


we aren’t su re. 
Neither is 
McLain. And it seems that for 
all that has gone on in his past 
he has little desire to tru ly 
plu mb his emotions to find ou t. 
He remains “the k id who 
wanted to be lik e Arnold 
Palm er.” Or Frank Sinatra. 
Unfortu nately McLain, now 31 
y ears old and “v ice presiden” 
of some v agu e k ind of pu blic 
relations ou tfit, remains simply 
a k id.

week. They must avoid com­ 
placency against big underdogs 
and they cannot afford the lux­ 
ury of looking ahead to each 
other. 
Ohio State entertains Min­ 
nesota and Michigan invades Il­ 
linois before the two major 
powers clash at Ann Arbor next 
week for the Big Ten cham­ 
pionship and a trip to Pasadena 
and the Rose Bowl. 
Elsewhere in the Big Ten Sat­ 
urday, 
Northwestern 
is 
at 
Michigan State, Iowa at Purdue 
and Indiana at Wisconsin. 
Ohio State is favored over 
Minnesota by 30 points. Al­ 
though an upset is not likely, 
the Buckeyes must not take the 
too lightly. Minnesota 
quarterback Tony Dungy leads 
the Big Ten in passing and is 
I2th in the nation. 
In six conference outings. Du­ 
ngy has completed 84 passes 
for 1,029 yards with 11 touch­ 
downs. He has exceptional re­ 
ceivers in Ron Kullas, who 
leads the Big Ten, and Mike 
Jones who is No.3. 
'The Buckeyes lead the Big 
Ten or are second in most cate­ 
gories but in pass defense they 
rank fourth, allowing nearly 83 
yards a game. Minnesota has 
averaged nearly 179 yards a 
game passing. 
‘‘We know what’s there and 
we know what’s waiting for 
us,” said Minnesota Coach Cal 
Stoll ‘‘But we are not scared. 
We have made progress and 
have been getting better all 
along.” 
Minnesota has been tough in 
the last three weeks. The Goph­ 
ers defeated Iowa 31-7, lost to 
Michigan 28-21 when the Wolve­ 
rines broke a 21-21 tie in the 
fourth quarter and smashed 
Northwestern 33-9 last Satur­ 
day. 
“ Our goal has been to get 
better every game,” said Stoll.

In fact, the Illini 
will,be at their healthiest since 
early in the season. 


Michigan Coach Bo Schem- 
bechler, remembering last sea­ 
son’s narrow 14-6 victory over 
Illinois, is concerned. “ Lonnie 
Perrin and Jim Phillips are as 
good as any set of tailbacks as 
there are around. Illinois has 
improved up front and has 
three outstanding receivers.” 
Coach Bob Blackman of Il­ 
linois compares Michigan with 
,hio State. “ There is not much 
difference between the offen­ 
sive styles of Ohio State and 
Michigan,” 
said 
Blackman. 
“ Their strengths are relatively 
the same. As a team, the Wol­ 
verines rank first in the confer­ 
ence in both total offense and 
total defense, and that speaks 
for itself,” 
Michigan State, still hoping to 
finish 4-4 in the Big Ten and 7-4 
overall, is a heavy favorite 
over Northwestern which has 
lost its last four encounters.
